2. When the Statute was made, 22. Hen.$. concerning decayed Bridges, Lana AN 
and from that time yntill 7,Jacob;, the ſaide Bridge was within the charge of the | 


Countie, and out of the Corporation. 


3. TheBridge twenty yeares and more; beforeit became part of the Cor: 
poration, was decayed by the default of the County,and therefore vnreaſonable_ 
to bere-edified by the Towne onely, being charged with repairing of foure 0+ 
ther Bridges, inand neere the ſayde Towne, 


4. The Charter of the Towne is notſo, but that the Iuſtices of the Peace 
ofthe Countie do & may exerciſe their authority within all the inlarged bounds 
.of the Corporation, the pariſh of Tewkesbury (being a very ſmall matter only ex- 
cepted.) And the ſaide Town ſince their laſt Charter, haue paid with the Coun- 
[tie of GloceFter, towards ( hepſtowes Bridge (whereof they haue no manner of vſe, 
being diſtant from them thirty miles) and generally all other payments: asthe 
Kings prouiſion, maimed Soldiours, Gaole money, Kings Bench and Marſhal- 
ſey, Zubſidies, Taxes, and Fifteenes, ayde to Bohemia, and the like: all taxed,ra- 
ted, and aſſeſfed by the Iuſtices of the Peace,and the ſaid County of Gloceſter,and 


by Officers appointed by them, leuted accordingly. 


5. Itis apparant, the charge exceeds the abilitie of the Towne, and there- 
fore eitherthe County muſtioyne, or the Bridge continue ſtill ruinate, to the 
hinderance of Traffcke,the great preiudice of the Common-wealth,and indan- 


gering of the les of the Kin gs Subiects.
